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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The art unit designated for this application has changed. Applicants(s) are hereby 
informed that future correspondence should lie directed to Art Unit 1631. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-11, drawn to a computer aided method for determining whether an 
individual is a susceptible to contracting a genetically-linked illness, classified in 
classes 435, 702, and 705, subclasses 6, 19, and 3, respectively. 

II. Claims 12-20, drawn to a scalable computer architecture for an on-line genetic 
testing system, classified in classes 435, 702, 705, and 712 subclasses 6, 3, 19, 
and 1, respectively. 

III. Claims 21-25, drawn to a method for regulating the allocation of genetic testing 
resources among members of an organization, classified in classes 435, 702, and 
705, subclasses 6, 19, and 3, respectively. 

3. Inventions in Groups I-ni are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using 
the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the 
product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant application, the computer architecture of Group II may be utihzed in 
the distinct usages as needed in Group I, a computer aided method for determining whether an 
individual is a susceptible to contracting a genetically-linked illness. As needed in Group III, a 
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method for regulating the allocation of genetic testing resources among members of an 
organization, or alternatively, as an automation tool for HTS systems. All of these usages are 
distinct as requiring distinct and different functions and results thereof without overlapping 
search due to different subject matter. This lack of overlapping searches documents the undue 
search burden if they were search together. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
